of the United States yteel corporation 
came up for discussion at a hearing to- 
day before the senate committee on ed- 
ucation and labor on the house bill which .

striction on all government contract 
work. Chairman Borah, of the commit- 
tee, said some industries had gone so far 
as to need federal attention.

Rome, Jan. 26.—Although the work of 


the 
European diplomatic chancelleries 


has been carried on actively between 
Constantinople and Rome, during the. 
past few-days-in the endeavor. to.find 
a means of bringing. about peace be- 
tween Italy and Turkey, no basis bas 
yet been found on which can be started 
negotiations which are likely to be any 
probability of success. 


The representatives of the powers de- 


clare that if pressure -were brougbt to 
bear on the ports through, the ambassa- 
dors at 'Constantinople and the porte 
should resist, as everything appears to 
indicate would be the case, the powers 
would nave to withdraw and suffer hu- 
miliation or have recourse to coercion. 


This would mean making a collective 


naval demonstration in Turkish waters 
whicli would ultimately end in a landing 
on Constantinople. 


Giovanni Giolitti, the Italian premier, 


still hopes that Italy will be able to 
force Turkey to ask for peace. For this 
reason the convocation of parliament in- 
'tead of occurring at the end of January 
has been postponed until February and 
it even may be delayed until March. 


In the meantime the commander-in- 


chief of the expeditionary force- in Trip-

The law and orders are the direct re- 


sults of the exposure in the army anr 
navy of the theft and snle of militan 
iecrets to foreign powers and of the cap- ] 
ture nf Japanese and (icrinan spies in 
the neighborhood of fortifications in Con- 
tinental I'nited States and some of the 
insular possessions). They" :ire the di- 
rect result of the unearthing of a whole- 
sale plot for spying on the fortifications 
of the Philippine and Hawaiian Islands 
by .Japanese, and by the finding of plans 
of all the fortifications on the Pacific 
coast, in Australia by an American. 


Several months ago n draughtsman 


employed in the navy yard at Ports- 
mouth, N. II., "was eauglit in the act of 
carrying out of the office plans of some 
of the ships of the, navy. These plans 
were heing use in making some minor 
repairs to vessels at anchor at the yard. 
The draughtsman was dismissed 'from 
the service. 


This was the only recent offense com-

Some of the Bills.

Russell discovered that fraudulent peti- 
tions had been surreptitiously printed 
and circulated, and ho charges this to 
the enemies of his measure. 


Trademark on Petitions. 


The supporters of the Akiu bill do not 


propose to be caught in this same trap, 
and are using a trademark on each page 
of the valid "petitions, to forestall the 
forgery that crippled the progress of the 
Russell measure"..

Perhaps tho most important of the 


measure now, being initiated is tho one 
providing for, the reorganization of tho 
administrative branch of the government,

former newspaper editor. A state con- 
stitutional convention in Ohio is now 
considering- similar changes in the ad- 
ministrative' branch of its government.

South Dakota and' Wyoming; 
$74,120 


more than twice the amount evpeiided 
by Kansas, and $324,956 more than, by 
Texas. A number of these,states in- 
dividually, have a much greater popula^ 
tion than Oklahoma. 


Opposes Commission Form. 


Gill is opposed to giving the state a 


commission forni of government, as has 
been proposed in Ohio, and would re- 
strict the proposed reform to a consoli- 
dation of n number of administrative 
departments, and to a heavy reduction in 
the. 
large, appropriations made for ad- 


ministrative government. 


Gill's statistics show that-for the years 


inil and 1312 the total cost of adminis- 
trative government in Oklahoma will be
